That 3,000 out of the 4,000 gradu­ 
ates turned out by the Medical Col­ 
leges each year are windily unfitted to 
practice medicine and are menaces to 
the communities in which they set­ 
tle was stated by Dr. Chester Mayer, 
of the State Board of Medical Exam­ 
iners of Kentucky at a meeting of tho 
American Medical Association's Com­ 
mittee on Medical Education, held in 
Chicago not long ago. Dr. Mayer said 
that only 25 to 28 per cent of tho 
graduates are qualified. 
Fifty-eight 
per cent of the graduates examined in 
28 states were refused licenses. W ith 
few exceptions these failures took a 
second examination in a few weeks 
aud only BO per cent of them passed. 
“This does not mean that deficien­ 
cies in their training were corrected 
in those few weeks,” Dr. Mayer said. 
“It probably shows that experience 
showed them what the test would 
probably be and they ‘crammed’ for 
the examination. 
Dr. VV. T. Gott, 
Secretary of the Indiana Board said: 
“The majority of our schools now 
teach their students how to pass ex­ 
aminations, not how to be good phy­ 
sicians.” 
At the session of the American 
Medical Association held in Atlantic 
City in June, Dr. M. Clayton Thrush, 
a professor in the Medico Chirurgical 
College in Philadelphia said: “Many 
doctors turned out of the Medical 
Schools are so ignorant in m atters 
pertaining to pharmacy that 
they 
know nothing about the properties 
of the drugs they prescribe for their 
patients!” Dr. Henry Beats, Jr., Pres­ 
ident of the Pennsylvania State Board 
of Medical Examiners, after scrutiniz­ 
ing the papers of a class of candi­ 
dates for licensure said: “About one 
I quarter of the papers show a degree 
I of illiteracy that renders the candi- 
j dates for licensure incapable of un- 
derstanding medicine.” 
A great many more physicians and 
chemists might be quoted in support 
of the astounding charge that 3,000 in- \ 
competents are being dumped onto 
an unsuspecting 
public 
each 
year. 
W hat the damage done amounts to 
can never be estimated for these in­ 
competents enjoy the privilege of di­ 
agnosing, prescribing or 
dispensing 
drugs 
regarding 
the properties of 
which they know nothing and then 
of signing death certificates that are 
not passed upon by anyone unless the 
coroner is called in. 
Probably there 
is not a grave yard from one end of 
the country to the other that does not 
contain the buried evidences of the 
mistakes or criminal carelessness of 
incompetent physicians. 
During the last year there have 
been perhaps, half a dozen known 
cases where surgeons, after perform­ 
ing operations have sewed up the in­ 
cisions without first removing the 
gauze sponges used to absorb the 
blood, and in some cases forceps and 
even surgeon's scissors have been 
left in the wound. 
How many of 
these cases there have been, where 
the patient died, there is no means 
oi knowing and comparatively few 
of the cases where the discovery is 
made in time to save life become gen­ 
erally public. 
Reports from Sanita­ 
riums for the treatm ent of the Drug 
Habit show' that members of the medi­ 
cal profession are more often treated 
in these institutions than members 
of any other profession, and that a 
majority of the patients, excluding the 
physicians 
themselves, 
can 
trace 
their downfall directly to a careless 
physician. 
How many criminal operations are 
performed by physicians is also a 
m atter of conjecture. 
Operations of 
this class are, unfortunately, very 
frequent in large cities. 
Some gradu­ 
ated and licensed physicians, many 
of them of supposed respectability, 
make an exclusive practice of crim­ 
inal medical and surgical treatm ent. 
Dr. Henry G. VV. Rheinhart, Coroner’s 
physician of Chicago, estimates tho 
number of criminal operations, nnnu- 
allly, in Chicago alone at 38,000. How 
many resulted fatally are unknown; 
as when death results, the real canso 
is disguised iii the death certificate^ 
which the physician tigris, and which 
no one but himself and a clerk sees* 
Probably not one case of malprac­ 
tice in 1,000 ever becomes tho subject 
of a law' suit but in tho last year ap­ 
proximately 150 cases wherein 
the 
plaintiff has alleged malpractice have 
been reported in tho newspapers, and 
owing to the social prominence and 
the favored positions of many physi­ 
cians not more than half the new 
suits stated, probably, result in any 
newspaper publicity, but it 
would 
probably not be an exaggeration to 
state that the total cases of malprac­ 
tice, not involving criminal operations 
or criminal medical practice, would 
amount to 150,000 or more than one 
case to each physician in the country. 
This estimate is, of course, more or 
less conjecture. 
Untimely deaths and 
permanent disabilities are 
frequent, 
and occur within the knowledge of al­ 
most every one, when life could have 
been saved, or health restored had 
the physician been skillful, careful 
and ’ competent. 


From what I hear I infer that nowa­ 
days there are thousands of young 
men In New York absolutely aching 
for tips on how to behave themselves 
when dining out.

kind of talk the average New Yorker, 
when invited 
out to 
dine, 
doesn't 
know whether it is good form to turn 
up in his automobile togs, or whether 
it is de rigger to introduce the subject 
of aluminum corsets into the small 
talk. 
Upon your arrival at the house 
where you have been invited to dine 
you hand your hat and coat to the 
servant. 
If you have brought an um ­ 
brella. you hand that also. 
In any 
well-regulated New York house these 
articles will be returned to you in a 
tolerable 
state of preservation 
on 
leaving: or, 
failing them, you will 
probably have a chance to help your­ 
self to a selection of what you fancy 
In the cloakroom. You can often pick 
up quite a new hat in this way for 
nothing. 
When dinner is announced it is not 
considered good form to rush for the 
dining room to secure a front seat. 
No m atter how hungry you may be, 
even lf you have shortened up your 
lunch In anticipation of the free blow­ 
out, it is considered bong tong to go 
slowly. 
The march to the dining 
room is always made to resemble a 
funeral procession in order to give 
the humorous guests a chance to re- 
mark that they are about to assist J 
at the funeral of the menu. 
Menu is 
a French word, but is now quite freely 
used in this city. 
It means a list of 
eatables set out in detail, and 
also 1 
implies that you art' 
have several 
minute snacks of things in general, 
instead of one unrestrained go at any 
thing in particular. 
When asked U> take a lady down to 
dinner it is usual to put the lady on 
the wall side of the staircase, so that 
if she slips you can grip on the bal­ 
uster and save the procession from 
being bumped about a good deal. 
There is no obligation on you 
to 
work steadily through the menu if 
you prefer to rest here 
and there. 
Still, if you are feeling exceptionally 
tit. or have a bet on about it, no phys­ 
ical force will be used to prevent you 
from grappling with the entire lay­ 
out. 
lf during the repast you should 
drop anything under the table, it is 
not regarded as good form to dive 
down at once on your 
hands 
and 
knees in order to recover it. 
At a dinner party a section of the 
menu is commonly handed round to 
the guests by the servants, and you 
will be expected to dig out what you 
need for your own personal use, and 
let the balance go. 
However 
tem pt­ 
ing the dish may bt1, do not allow 
yourself, 
in 
an excess 
of 
uncon­ 
trolled emotion, to pinch the lot. 
Of 
course, it may happen that, quite in­ 
advertently you may lift rather more 
of the course than you designed. 
In 
that case, let the spoil lie where it fell, 
and put the blame on the servant. 
It would not be at all correct to re­ 
turn the surplus; neither should you 
even if your neighbor is a very pretty 
girl, insist on dumping upon her plate 
the balance for which you have no 


usa*. 
If she wants it slit* will ask for 
it. 
When tho soup is served you will 
be expected to eat it with the table­ 
spoon. 
Tin* use of the knife when 
eating soup is not recommended, as 
you can only get up such a mere 
scrap at A*ach scoop, and when tho 
courses an* served one at a time you 
will lit' apt to kt't'p the other guests 
waiting. 
The kuift' is only used f»>r 
cutting things with, and the pictur­ 
esque habit of chasing th*' peas or 
the last drop of gravy round tilt' plate 
with the blade of 
the knife 
Is no 
longer considered a la mode in good 
society. 
No m atter how hungry you may be. 
you m ust leave yourself with breath 
enough to talk occasionally to the 
lady you have brought down to dinner, 
even if you don’t care for the shade 
her hair is dyed. 
If you are telling 
her a funny story, you must not midge 
her with your elbow when you reach 
til** part where the laugh comes in, 
neither is it usual to slap ladies on 
the back when endeavoring to add to 
their gayety. 
When the guests begin to go home, 
it is as well for you to make a move 
also, if only to get a bulge on the 
cloakroom. 
At the same time, if you 
have sufficient 
confidence 
in 
your 
hostess, you may postpone your de- 
parture a little, though it is not at all 
good form to wait till you are thrown 
out. 
It is a good rule to take your leave 
while you are still sober, as you can 
always round off the corners of your 
exhilaration at the club or nearest 
saloon.

Change 
in 
Homestead 
Regulations 
Makes 
Entry 
Easily 
Accomplished. 


“Nothing succeeds like success” is 
an old and true saying having many 
applications in W estern Canada. The 
following letter is an illustration. The 
writer, Mr. Gerts, left Chicago a short 
time ago and the success he has 
achieved may well be gained by any­ 
one having pluck and energy by locat­ 
ing on the free homestead lands in 
W estern Canada. 
A change recently 
made in tho Canadian Land Regula­ 
tions concerning homesteads makes it 
possible for any member of a family t*» 
make entry for any other member of 
the family entitled to a homestead. 
For instance, a man may now make 
entry before the local agent for his 
father or for his brother or brothers, 
or for his son or sons, or for a sister 
or daughter who may be the head of 
the family having minor children de­ 
pending upon her for support. 
A sis­ 
ter, daughter or mother are also en­ 
titled to make entry upon a home­ 
stead. The only fee required is $10.00 
for each entry. A great saving in rail­ 
way expenses is thus made. 
Read what Mr. (Jefts has to say: 
Battleford, Sask., Aug. 4. 1907. 
Dear Sir: — 
Thinking a letter from us Northwest 
settlers mifcht interest you, and I write 
a few lines a *d let you know we are 
progressing tim *# aud w ell pleased 
with our new bom,*. 
When I think of the many hard 
working, industrious men east with 
families who are struggling for a liv- 
i ing and doing the strenuous, laying up 
practically nothing for obi age and the 
t housands of acres of land here yet to 
bt* plowed and cultivated capable of 
raising sixty to eighty bushels of oats, 
; thirty to forty bushels of wheat, it cat- 
tainly seems a pity the two cannot be 
I brought together. 
But I will repeat, 
this country is only for the industrious 
and thrifty; also I might add, it re­ 
quires some capital to start. 
A man should have at least a team 
of three good horses; better to have 
i mares so as to have some colts com­ 
ing along each year. It is lu'st to bring 
them with him as work horses are 
high. 
H a* should be able to purchase 
plow, disc and drag, harrow*, drill, 
hinder anil hay rake. 
Of course sev­ 
eral taking up claims or buying land 
near together can divide up the pur­ 
chasing of the above machinery ami 
exchange work. 
This plan will work 
well for a few years att until crops will 
warrant each indhidiiul to purchase a 
full Outfit. 
Wa* have 4.80 acres of as good farm 
land as lies in the famous Cut Knife 
■ district. 
Every foot can In* plowed. 
Last year our oats run fib bushels p* r 
acre. 
I sold them for 50c per bushel 
on the place. 
The indications are for a good crop 
this year, though we were very late 
'n seeding owing to tin* late spring. 
I .ast winter was the coldest known in 
this country by the oldest settlers 
(some who have been here 35 years), 
but 
with a comfortable house and 
plenty of firewood, which we hauled 
four miles, we passed the winter quit*' 
pleasantly. 
The air is clear and dry. 
Some of the days I came from work I i 
was surprised to find the therm ometer j 
registering 403 below* zero. 
Though 
we never keep fir*' at night, we had 
i nothing freeze in amit cellar. 
Our stock and chickens wintered i 
fine. 
I have a yearling heifer, who | 


would hold her own In any “fat stock 
show.” 
She has never had a drop of 
milk since she was four months old 
and has never had a mouthful of grain. 
A gentleman who saw her made the 
remark, “He bet that heifer had eaten 
her head off with grain,” but would 
hardly believe she had never had any 
grain. 
This is a great country for growing 
all kinds of vegetables and we are 
certainly enjoying our garden. 
The 
flavor of the green peas is especially 
fine. Last season Mrs. G. canned a lot 
of them, and we have enjoyed them up 
to the fresh crop. 
I am sorry I did not have time this 
past season to attend to transplanting 
trees, but will keep the land I hail pre­ 
pared worked up for next season’s 
planting. I received a number of small 
trees (ash and maple) from the Gov­ 
ernm ent Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head. 
I put them around the edge of 
the garden and they are doing fine. I 
also received quite a lot of other seeds, 
oats, 
wheat, 
potatoes and 
rhubarb 
roots which were acceptable. 
It is useless for us to bother with 
garden flowers as wild ones grow* in 
profusion. 
We are located near a fine 
creek, the water of which is soft and 
fine for bathing and washing. We have 
a well of water near the house, 32 
feet deep and 21 feet of water all the 
time, though it is harder than the 
crpA*k water. 
Land which could be bought for five 
dollars per acre three years ago is 
now worth $14 per acre and steadily 
advancing each year. 
All kinds of improvements are going 
on. Steam plows and large threshing 
outfits are already In. 
Roads are be­

An Authority Says Three-Fouithe Bf 
Oraduatee Are Unfitted to Practice. 


That 3,000 out of the 4,000 gradu- 


ates turned out by the Medical Col- 
leges each year are whollly unfitted to 
practice medicine and are menaces to 
the communities In which they set- 
tle was stated by Dr. Chester Mayer, 
of the State Board of Medical Exam- 
iners of Kentucky at a meeting of tha 
American Medical Association's Com- 
mlt,tee on Medical Education, held in 
Chicago uo\ long ago. Dr. Mayer said 
that only 25 to 2S per cent of tha 
graduates are 
qualified. 
Fifty-eight 


per cent of the graduates examined In 
•JS states were refused licenses. With 
few exceptions theso failures took a 
second examination In a few weeks 
and only 60 per cent of them passed. 


"This does not mean that deficien- 


cies in their training were corrected 
iu those few weeks," Dr. Mayer said. 
"It probably shows that experience 
showed them what tho test would 
probably be and they 'crammed' for 
tho examination. 
Dr. W. T. Gott, 


Secretary of the Indiana Board said: 
"Tho majority of our schools now 
teach their students how to pass ex- 
aminations, not how to be good phy- 
sicians " 


At tho session of the American 


Medical Association held in Atlantio 
City iu June, Dr. M. Clayton Thrusi 
a professor in the Medico Chirurgical 
College in Philadelphia said: "Many 
doctors turned out of the Medical 
Schools are so ignorant in matters 
pertaining to pharmacy that 
they 


know nothing about the properties 
of the drugs they prescribe for their 
patients!" Dr. Henry Veals, Jr., Pres- 
ident of the Pennsylvania State Board 
of Medical Examiners, after scrutiniz- 


ig the papers of a class ot candl- 
ates for licensure said: "About one 
uarter of the papers show a degree 
f illiteracy that renders the candi- 
ates for licensure incapable of un- 
erstanding medicine "

henusts might he quoted in support 
f the astounding charge that 3.000 In- 
ompetents are being dumped onto

been reported in tho newspapers, an 
owing to the social prominence and 
the favored positions of many physi- 
cians not more than half the new 
suits stated, probably, result In any 
newspaper 
publicity, but it would 


probably not bo an exaggeration to 
state that the total cases of malprac- 
tice, not involving criminal operations 
or criminal medical practice, would 
amount to 150,000 or more than one 
case to each physician In the country. 
This estimate is, of course, more or 
less conjecture. Untimely deaths and

The 
writer, Mr. Gerts, left Chicago a short 
time ago and the success he has 
achieved may well be gained by any- 
pne having pluck and energy by locat- 
ing on the free homestead lands in 
Western Canada. 
A change recently 


made in the Canadian Land Regula- 
tions concerning homesteads makes it 
possible for any member of a family to 
make entry for any other member of 
the family entitled to a homestead. 
For instance, a man may now make 
entry before the local agent for his 
father or for his brother or brothers, 
or for his son or sons, or for a sister 
or daughter who may be the head of 
the family having minor children de- 
pending upon her for support. A sis- 
ter, daughter or mother are also en- 
titled to make entry upon a home- 
stead. The only fee required is $10.00 
for each entry. A great saving in rail- 
way expenses is thus made.

milk since she was four months old 
and has never had a mouthful oC grain. 
A gentleman who saw her made the 
remark, "He bet that heifer had eaten 
her head oft with grain," but would 
hardly believe she had never had any 
grain. 


This Is a great country for growing 


all kinds of vegetables and we are 
certainly enjoying our garden. 
The 


flavor of the green peas is especially 
fine. Last season Mrs. G. canned a lot 
of them, and we have enjoyed them up 
to the fresh crop. 


I am sorry I did not have time this 


past season to attend to transplanting 
trees, but will keep the land I had pre- 
pared worked up for next season's 
planting. I received a number of small 
trees (ash and maple) from the Gov- 
ernment Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head. I put them around the edge of 
the garden and they are doing flne. I 
also received quite a lot of other seeds, 
oats, wheat, potatoes and 
rhubarb 


roots which were acceptable. 


It is useless for us to bother with 


garden flowers as wild ones grow In 
profusion. We are located near a flne 
creek, the water of which Is soft and 
fine for bathing and washing. We have 
a well of water near the house, 32 
feet deep and 21 feet of water all the 
time, though it Is harder than the 
creek water. 


Land which could be bought for five 


dollars per acre three years ago is 
now worth $14 per acre and steadily 
advancing each year. 


All kinds of improvements are going 


on. Steam plows and large threshing 
outfits are already In. Koads are be- 
ing graded, bridges being built across 
rivers and creeks. 
Last year I took 


my family, also wagon, across the Sas- 
katchewan river in a row boat, swam 
my team across and now the contract 
has been let for J200.000 bridge at that 
place. 


The C. N. R. have run their final 


survey from Battleford to Calgary, 
running west about one mile north of 
us. The C. P. R. have run a survey, 
which runs northwest passes about 500 
feet from the northeast corner of our 
farm. 
The country will soon be cov- 


ered with a net work of railroads and 
it will keep them busy hauling the out- 
put of grain. It is ceitalnly encourag- 
ing to us settlers. 


Two years ago, Harry, my son, and 


I as you know unloaded our car at 
Saskatoon and drove 130 miles to our 
claim. Last fall we had only IS miles 
to haul our wheat to railroad and as 
you see, the prospects are we will have 
a raihoad at our very door and a town 
near-by. This district can support a 
good town and it will bo well patron- 
ised. 


Harry arrived home at 12 p. m last 


night after going fourteen mile's to 
blacksmith shop to get plowshares 
beat out. The- shop1 wns full of work 
and It was eight p. m. when Harry left 
for home and parties still in line to 
have work done. We will need stores 
nearer and good mechanics. 


\\"o are all enjoying the best of 


health which Is a great 
blessing. 


When we left Chicago over a year ago 
my youngest son's (four years of ago) 
health was so poor that I almost de- 
spaired of raising him, but he Is cer- 
tainly a hearty, healthy little fellow 
now. 
The pure fresh air has done him 


worlds of good. 


So to sum up the 
whole. 
Why 


should we not he glad we made the 
break? A good farm, stock Increasing, 
health and an independent life. What 
more can we expect? 


Did we have to make an effort? You 


can bet we did and hustle, too. Should 
you pass this way with your shotgun 
this fall, we should be pleased to let 
you shoot prairie chickens off our 
grain stocks.

An Authority Says Three-Fourth* Bf

That 3.000 out of the 4,000 gradu- 


ates turned out by the Medical Col- 
leges each year are whollly unfitted to 
practice medicine and are menaces to 
the communities In which they set- 
tle was stated by Dr. Chester Mayer, 
of tho State Board of Medical Exam- 
iners of Kentucky at n meeting of the 
American Medical Association's Com- 
mlt,tee on Medical Education, held In 
Chicago no\ long ago. Dr. Mayer said 
that only 25 to 2S per cent of the 
graduates are 
qualifted. 
Fifty-eight 


per cent of the graduates examined In 
2S states were refused licenses. With 
few exceptions these failures took a 
second examination In a few weeks 
and only 60 per cent of them passed. 


"This does not mean that deficien- 


cies in their training were corrected 
in those few weeks," Dr. Mayer said. 
"It probably shows that experience 
showed them what tho test would 
probably be and they 'crammed' for 
tho examination. 
Dr. W. T. Gott, 


Secretary of the Indiana Board said: 
"Tho majority of our schools now 
teach their students how to pass ex- 
aminations, not how to be good phy- 
sicians " 


At tho session of the American 


Medical Association held In Atlantio 
City In June, Dr. M. Clayton Thrusi 
a professor in the Medico Chirurglcal 
College in Philadelphia said: "Many 
doctors turned out of the Medical 
Schools are so ignorant In matters 
pertaining to pharmacy that 
they 


know nothing about the properties 
of the drugs they prescribe for their 
patients!"

This Is a great country for growing 


all kinds ol vegetables and we are 
certainly enjoying our garden. 
The 


flavor of the green peas is especially 
fine. Last season Mrs. G. canned a lot 
of them, and we have enjoyed them up 
to the fresh crop. 


I am sorry I did not have time this 


past season to attend to transplanting 
trees, but will keep the land I had pre- 
pared worked up for next season's 
planting. I received a number of small 
trees (ash and maple) from the Gov- 
ernment Experimental Farm at Indian 
Head. I put them around the edge of 
the garden and they are doing flne. I 
also received quite a lot of other seeds, 
oats, wheat, potatoes and 
rhubarb 


roots which were acceptable. 


It is useless for us to bother with 


garden flowers as wild ones grow In 
profusion. We are located near a flne 
creek, the water of which is soft and 
flne for bathing and washing. We have 
a well of water near the house, 32 
feet deep and 21 feet of water all the 
time, though it is harder than the 
creek water. 


Land which could be bought for five 


dollars per acre three years ago is 
now worth $14 per acre and steadily 
advancing each year. 


All kinds of improvements are going 


on. Steam plows and large threshing 
outfits are already in. Koads are be- 
ing graded, bridges being built across 
rivers and creeks. 
Last year I took 


my family, also wagon, across the Sas- 
katchewan river in a row boat, swam 
my team across and now the contract 
has been let for $200,000 bridge at that 
place.
